"People remote from the Mississippi 
river have an erroneous Idea that the 
Father of Waters Is a back number, 
navigably speaking." remarked CapL 
Patrick Henry, of Arkansas, at the Eb- 
bltt. CapL Henry Is president of one 
of the levee boards controlling the 
twenty-two districts Into which the 
river Is divided from Cairo to the gulf, 
and has for the past twelve years rep¬ 
resented a great assoc iation, composed 
of these boards, Boards of Trade of the 
various towns along the stream, and 
steamboat interests. "But In truth the 
Mississippi is of greater utility to-day, 
and there Is more doing on its turbid 
waters than in its so-called palmy days. 
There was never a time when It did 
such a truffle In heavy material, lum¬ 
ber, coal and cotton, as now. One of 
the Mg towboats that constantly plies 
it carrb-« 32,000 tons of coal at a time. 
One week last spring ten of these 
passed Memphis with a coal supply ag¬ 
gregating 350.000 tons. 

"Of late years the methods of trans¬ 
porting lumber have greatly changed. 
Instead of floating log* down the river 
they are now shoved up the stream to 
mills at Memphl*. Cairo and St. Louts, 
and the lumber bu*lpe*» of Memphis Is 
bigger In value than Its cotton trade. 

"The people of the levee district* tax 
themselv<= heavily for protection 
Against Hoods, the total aggregate tax¬ 
ation of all the districts being between 
$1,600,000 and $2,000,000 a year. The 
State authorities and the general Gov¬ 
ernment for the ten years have 

contributed in marly equul <i»*gree to 
levee protection. The partnership 1* a 
Juat ore. as the planters* aim is to keep 
the water off their lands and the Gov¬ 
ernment's intention is to keep It In the 
river so that navigation may be miin- 
tained. 

"No other system that has been de¬ 
vised or suggested equals the levee 
plan for restraining the waters of the 
great stream and no other will proba¬ 
bly ever be attempted."

HOLDS THAT THE BOARD IS UN¬

Movement Said To Be On Foot In 
Venezuela To Make Gen. Alaya 
President. 


THE REVOLUTION SPREADING. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Dec. 24.—fSpecial.]— 
H. C. Eversole. of London, formerly 
Circuit Judge In the Clay, Larue and 
Knox district, to-day filed in the Frank¬ 
lin Circuit Court In the name of David 
M. Covington, of Leslie county, a peti¬ 
tion seeking to enjoin the Goebel Re¬ 
ward Commissioners from certifying to 
the State Auditor any claims or ac¬ 
count* and seeking to enjoin the Au¬ 
ditor from paying any such claims un¬ 
der the act appropriating $100,000 for the 
apprehension of the murderers of Will¬ 
iam Goebel. 

The petition alleges that the act ap¬ 
propriating the money and creating the 
commission Is unconstitutional and void. 
'Judge Eversole left th* city immedi¬ 
ately after filing the petition and made 
no statement about It. It 1* believed 
that the recent decision of the Pratt- 
Brecklnrldge contest case Is relied upon 
to upset the statute which 1* attacked. 
In that decision the Appellate Court 
held that it was not within the power 
of the Legislature to elect ministerial 
officers, that power being lodged ex¬ 
clusively with the Governor. 

The members of the Reward Com- 
Imsslon are Gen. Joseph H. Lewis, ex- 
CongTesmnan John D. Clardy, former 
Speaker W. M. Moore, of Ilurrison 
county, and the Hon. B. W. Hradburn, 
of Bowling Green. No salary Is at¬ 
tached to these positions and It Is the 
opinion of lawyers here that the deci¬ 
sion In the Pratt-Brecklnrldge case does 
not apply. 

The case will come up for hearing at 
the January term of the Franklin Cir¬ 
cuit Court and will be disposed of In 
that tribunal nnd at once appealed to 
the Appellate Court. 

It is the opinion in some quarters here 
that the suR Is filed with a view' to fore¬ 
stalling the Reward Commission from 
taking any action at Its Jnnunrv meet¬ 
ing-toward appropriating money to pay 
for bringing witnesses In the Howard 
case to Frankfort.

Monroe Doctrine Worries Germans. 


Washington. Dec. 24.—President 
Roosevelt to-day directed Secretary 
Long to temove Edgar Stanton Maclay, 
author of the history of the navy w*hlch 
contains an accusation of cowardice 
against Rear Admiral Schley, from hi* 
position as a special laborer In the gen¬ 
eral storekeeper's office of the Brooklyn 
navy yard. This action w as based on 
a letter from Machy declining to com¬ 
ply with the request to tender his resig- 
natlorL In the letter Maclay acknowl¬ 
edge! the request for bis resignation and 
added: 

"I rerpectfully submit that I was reg¬ 
ularly appointed to my present p sltlon 
after having duly parsed a clerk's ex¬ 
amination In accordance with the re¬ 
quirements of the civil service regula¬ 
tions. and therefore cannot be removed 
or be compelled to resign without defi¬ 
nite charges being mad* against me and 
without having an opportunity to an¬ 
swer those charges." 

Admiral Barker mailed this letter to 


Secretary Long. Mr. Long got It this 
morning and took it to president Roose¬ 
velt. As a result of his talk with the 
President, Secretary Long senl this tele¬ 
gram thla evening to Rear Admiral Bar¬ 
ker: 

"By direction of President, Edgar S. 
Maclay Is discharged. Notify him."

Judgment For Beer Bill. 


Berlin. Dec. 24.—The announcement 
that Germany had sent an ultimatum 
tp Venezuela has been conspicuously 
printed In the press here. Those news- 
pr*lfcrs maintaining the closest relations 
w'lth the Government affirm that this 
news is premature. While an ultimatum 
has not yet been delivered to Venezuela, 
they say. this step will soon be taken 
unlcfes Venezuela yields to what are 
deemed the reasonable demands of Ger¬ 
many. 

The leading ultramontane organ, the 
Cologne Volkszeltung. In an extensive 
aMlcle on Germany's attitude toward 
the Monroe doctrine, asserts that the 
assurances of Dr. Von *Holleben. the 
German Ambassador to the United 
States, with rfgard to the Venezuelan 
matter. Indicate Germany's recogni¬ 
tion of the Monroe doctrine In a more 
absolute manner than ha* heretofore 
been done. This paper saj** Germany 
Iwyws to the Monroe doctrine, and al¬ 
ludes to the expression of the late 
Prfnoe Bismarck that the Monroe doc¬ 
trine was "a piece of Impudence." This 
utterance of the German statesman, 
which la doubtless authentic, has Just 
been published for the first time by the 
Hamburger Nachrlchten. Bismarck’s 
household organ. Nevertheless the Col¬ 
ogne Volkszeltung admits that "the Im¬ 
pudence of the United States" 1* sur- 
ce^dbig brilliantly and that Europe Is 
ajAady accustoming Itself to the Idea 
off the tutelage of the United States In 
South America. 

Th«* Cologne Volkszcitung concludes 
by saying: "Must Germany really ask 
Washington’s permission tn collect 3.- 
000,000 marks from Venezuela?

Ayala President. 

New York. Dec. 24-[Special.]—The 
Red D line steamer Philadelphia brings 
advice from Caracas to the iffect that 
a coup d'etat is being planned In the 
Venezuelan capital, which If success¬ 
ful. will make Gen. R&moo Ayala Chief 
Executive of Venezuela 

It was originally Intended to take 
this step before the long-threatened rev¬ 
olution agaiusr Presluent Castro got un¬ 
der w'ay *o as to prevent bloodshed and 
devastation. A hitch scema to ha%'e 
tieen caused by some delay In securing 
the approval of some other Govern¬ 
ment. which approval, It is said, Gen. 
Ayala now lias. According to reports, 
both Germany and France have assured 
him that his Government will be recog¬ 
nized as legal by those countries. He 
hti* also tried to obtain the same assur¬ 
ance from the Vnlted States, but this 
country would not commit itself. 

Gen. Ayala is the representative of 
the business interests and respectable 
element of the country, which re«ent the 
action of Castro In embroiling Vene¬ 
zuela in difficulties with Germany and 
Colombia. Gen. Ayala wa« formerly 
Minister of Industries In Castro’s Cab¬ 
inet and Is considered an honest and 
able man. It is believed that If he be¬ 
comes President the questions pending 
w ith these countries Will be quickly and 
satisfactorily settled. 


ment press has during the !a>*t we-k 
been carrylrg on a campaign of a vio¬ 
lent nature against Germany, and espe¬ 
cially against the DLcontO Dank of Ber¬ 
lin. which In 1896 made a loan to Vene¬ 
zuela of $10,000,000 for the purpose of 
enabling her to pay off thr Interest guar¬ 
anteed to the railroad companies, which 
had never been paid.

—Circuit Judge Malone to-day decided 
the famous convict lease case Involving 
the disposition of 900 convicts for four 
years, beginning January 1. Camp it 
West, phosphate operators of Jackson¬ 
ville, filed a bill for an Injunction to re¬ 
strain the State officials from delivering 
State convict* to the Florida Naval 
Stores and Commission Company until 
300 of said convicts had been awarded 
and delivered to Camp & West. The 
latter firm claimed to have a contract 
with the Stat^ authorities dated Feb¬ 
ruary 13, 1901, for 300 convicts. On June 
27 last the officials made a contract to 
lease all State convicts to the Naval 
Stores Company for four years, begin¬ 
ning January 1. State authorities say 
that the Camp & West contract hud 
n<*ver l>een perfected or approved as re¬ 
quired by law. After exhaustive argu¬ 
ment by fceven of the State’s lawyers. 
Judge Malone to-dny sustained the de¬ 
murrer to Camp A West’s bill, dis¬ 
missed the bill, holding first that the 
action was virtually a suit ag.Hnst the 
State, which Is prohibited by the Con¬ 
stitution; second, the bond was never 
approved as required by law; third, no 
rights had b**en vested In Comp & 
West, which the injunction could pro¬ 
tect. 

Camp & West will appeal to the Su¬ 
preme Court, but the appeal will very 
likely not be heard for three years. 
This Important decision clears the way 
for the State to deliver the convicts to 
the Naval Stores Company on Janu¬ 
ary 1. and solves the problem which has 
caused Intense embarrassment to Gov. 
Jennings’ administration alnce early In 
the present ye ar. _

ACTIVITIES OUT IN THE STATE. 


RAILROADS 


1 May Pay Hotter Wages in 
Self-Defense. 


THEY NEED BETTER SERVICE. 


POOBLY PAID EMPLOYES RE¬ 
SPONSIBLE FOR PRESENT 
CONGESTED CONDITION. 


WILL AFFECT EASTERN LINES. 


Chicago, Dec. 24.—At a special meet¬ 
ing of the General Managers’ Associa¬ 
tion held here to-day a movement was 
started which may result In a general 
Increase in the wages of trainmen, en- 
glners. firemen and switchmen on all 
big railroad systems cast of Chicago. 

The meeting wras called at the request 
of the Pennsylvania Company, the 
causes being rhe coal shortage In Chica¬ 
go ami cities, shortage of cars and 

power and the congested condition of 
traffic In general. The coal situation, 
however, was the moving cause for the 
meeting, and a discussion regarding It 
led to a can vat. of the entire situation. 

In the opinion of a majority of the 
general managers the general congestion 
Is due in a measure to inefficiency of 
the service rendered by employes, and 
this view led Into a discussion of the 
labor and wage* situation from a rail¬ 
road standpoint. Although no formal 
resolution was passed upon the subject, 
it was generally agreed that a raise in 
the wage* of employes would do muiJh 
toward stimulating them to better work, 
which in turn would help relieve con¬ 
gested conditions, as well as to prevent 
them. 

• • • 

Western Men Fare Better. 

Attention was called to the fact that 
wages of operating employes of rail¬ 
roads are from 10 to 12 per cent, higher, 
taking the average as a whole, west of 
Chicago than they are East. 

The inequality is due to conditions in 
the early days of railroading, when It 
cost a great deal more to live In the 
West than it did In the Ea.*t. and when 
railroading west of Chicago nn>ant tak¬ 
ing big chances. The genera! managers 
of Chicago are of the opinion hat now 
Is the time to make a concerted action 
to even up wage* all over the country. 
Holding tils view of the situation, an 
effort will be made. It Is featd.'to Induce 
the management* of the Eastern lines 
to grant *ik- h Increases in wage* a* will 
bring them on a jutfiiy with the wages 
paid In the West. Should this be 
brought about, several hundred thou¬ 
sand men will be granted increases, and 
the pay-rolls of the Eastern roads, tak¬ 
en as a whole, will be increased several 
million dollars.

THROUGH THE KEYHOLE. 


Barbourvllle. Ky., Dec. 24.—[Special] 
—Kentucky has oil. and oil producers 
must come here to get It. Must is a 
strong word, hut that Is the word. 
More than the law of progress Is be¬ 
hind it. Necessity, which knows no 
law. fpcces them. The oil producer Is 
like a hanker, In that he must have In¬ 
vestments .to hold his influence and de¬ 
positors in order to make Investments, 
and he must have average deposits to 
insure an average Income for himself. 
The oil producer must have an average 
amount of production to maintain an 
average income in hitf line of business. 
When tils production falls pit he must 
get more. 

Conditions In Kentucky are not what 
they are in older fields, but they will 
be equal In time. Conditions in the 
East were not always as pleasant as 
they are now. As long as the territory 
held out In Pennsylvania, Ohio and 
West Virginia the producer might have 
Jogged along contentedly and shirked 
the burden of opening up the country 
through the unfrequented mountain 
counties of this State, but the time ha* 
come when he will take things here os 
he finds them and make the best of 
them. # 

• • • 

Other Fields Are Inadequate. 

Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Vir¬ 
ginia can no longer supply the world's 
markets. Help must come from new 
fields, and Kentucky ho* the only avail-* 
able fields on this continent. There is 
oil In this State from Wayne county. 
In the southeast, to Floyd coupty. on 
the northeast, and Bath county on the 
north. Bath appearing to be a detached 
field. 

Some breaks seem to be In the 
south west and northeast line. Some of 
the counties hav* been proven and oth¬ 
ers In which hope rests will have to he 
tested to denurnstrate whether they are 
barren or not. Those tests will cer¬ 
tainly be made in good time, and. mean¬ 
while. the counties that have showed 
oil enough already to give encourage¬ 
ment of better results are to be rapidly 
developed. 

• • • 

Preparing For Operations. 


Preparations are under way on the 
part of large companion* and firms for 
carrying on operations after the spring 
freshets are over. Clinton. Russsell. 
Floyd. Bath and Clay counties will 
probably present the most active scene. 
Wayne has not been mentioned In this 
group because Wayne Is already In a 
eta** hy ItFelf. It Is pretty well fixed 
os a producing county, and its terri¬ 
tory will be so clearly defined from 
the operations that are now going on 
there that the risks within its limits 
will be reduced to a minimum. 

Clay county does not present equal 
opportunities with some of the other 
counties, but so many large firms have 
pitched upon it. because of the charac¬ 
ter of Its formations, that it will likely 
have a* much chance to show* itself as 
the others. 

Knox county might get Along better 
if It were not for the bum* of promo¬ 
ters rrom abroad and local speculators. 
The producing firms an* keeping aw«y 
from It principally because its laud has 
been tied up hy nonproducers and held 
for fancy prlc**s. Producing firms do 
not pay any price for operating wild¬ 
cat territory The cost of operating. In 
view of doubtful results. Is enough for 
them. 

• • • 

Fake Promoters Injure Prospects. 


As a rule, promoters do not under¬ 
stand the oil business and are a detri¬ 
ment to any new country. The thing 
looks easy to them. It seems only a 
bagatelle when they are asked to pay 
from $1 to $5 an acre for land In a dis¬ 
trict that has made a show of oil. It 
looks like getting Into business cheaply 
when they get 6,090 acres of land for 
$5,000. Stockholders in far away cltle* 
pay the bills and think they are get¬ 
ting In easily. Getting land Is one 
thing Getting oil In raying quantities 
Is another. A little oil means nothing, 
♦ xcept a hope of more. When thirty or 
forty wells have been drilled and only 
a little oil has been found In each It 
Is time to abandon the territory. 

lu some of the shallow oil districts 
Of the State that have never produced 
a dollar’s worth of oil for the market 
good firms have been Bhut out by the 
ridiculous prices that have been asked 
for leases and these districts’ have be¬ 
come the camping ground of the inex¬ 
perienced promoter, who thinks all hs 
has to do is to drill a hole and begin 
gathering in a fortune The road to 
wealth Is harder than that In oildom. 
Fortunes may be lost ns well as m • 
When all the promoters that are now 
learning the business In Kentucky hat# 
ascertained that fact they will confine 
their operations to those district* that 
offer them the usual advantages of 
wild-catting and the old operators will 
take their places In the fields they 
abandon and stay at work until a thbr. 
ough test is made, losing their money 
with a« little concern as they make It. 
That Is a part of their business.

mon n y hns been spent In Darren county 
and balancing If h gainst the figures 
that represent the amount of oil that 
has been sold one may easily determine 
why It Is that men who have spent a 
lifetime In the oil busine** are not will¬ 
ing to carry their capital Into Barren 
county and Invest a good proportion of 
It |n a lease that merely gives them the 
privilege of drilling there at their 6wn 
expense for a paying well. Yet. nobody 
can ope»ate In Baricn county unless he 
puts down a speculative price foi land. 

These circumstances do not condemn 
Barren county as an oil-producing 
county. In time condition, will prob¬ 
ably adjust themselves, old operators 
haw not entered the field for some 
years. While their eyes are on Ken¬ 
tucky they may do so when Induce¬ 
ments are strong* r. 

• • • 

Illuminating Oil Needed. 

It may seem bold to say that Ken¬ 
tucky Is the only re-enforcement that 
the settled oil regions of the country 
can exp'*ct It Is warranted by a con- 
etder&tlon or the prospects In all the 
other producing States. Much its said 
oT Texas and California, but these have 
no relation to the matter. What the 
world Is short of Is Illuminating olt 
Texas does not produce it. neltheV does 
California. Their oil fs fuel oil. It 
cannot be refined for Illuminating pur¬ 
poses. except In extraordinary waste 
and cost. Uuffy, G&Jey £ Co. are try¬ 
ing to refine Texas oil in order to dis¬ 
pose of their tremendous product at 
lieaumont. At large cost they have 
built a refinery in Texas to experiment, 
and their result In refined oil Is only 
about 12 per cent. 

Kansas has some oil and Colorado has 
had an oil field for many years. New 
fields have been added to Colorado of 
late. Still. Kansas and Colorado can 
never become great producing States so 
long as there Is a State east of the 
Mississippi, or closer to seaboard able 
to supply the demand. 

• • • 

Business Concentration Desired. 


It Is the policy of the Standard Oil 
Company to concentrate Its refining 
business. Its great refineries are in the 
B*K. Ordinary business sense makes 
■uch a' policy advisable. This Is not the 
only handicap to Western oil fields. 
The hulk of all the oil must find Its way 
to the coast and the only way that the 
Standard Oil Company can get It there 
leasonably is through a pipe line. The 
Idea of piping oil from far-away Kan¬ 
sas and the Rocky Mountains cannot 
be a matter for serious reflection. It 
will be time to think of that when the 
Eastern fields have yielded up (he ghost 
tind Kentucky has been exhausted \or 
disappointing. 

Nobody is more eager for increased 
production than the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany la at present, yet the Standard Oil 
Company has put forth no extraordi¬ 
nary exertions In the Florence. Color¬ 
ado. field which it owns exclusively. It 
ha* a small refinery there, enough, per¬ 
haps, to supply certain markets, and it 
aims to have sufficient pr»>duction in 
Colorado to keep Its Colorado refineries 
going. It Is a pretty sure territory 
around Florence, and when the Stand¬ 
ard needs more oil there It drills for it, 
and gets it. Several strings of tools 
art* kept running, but probably not any¬ 
more now than in former year*, in pro¬ 
portion to rhe local demand. This goes 
to show that the Western fields are not 
apt to share universal attention with 
Kentucky. Wyoming Is talked of hs a 
possible field, too, but Its commercial 
radius leads out to the fnr West. 

For the commerce of the world, the 
Eastern fields, strengthened by Ken¬ 
tucky and a part of Tennessee, have 
got to be the mart for years to come. 
The Eastern fields cannot do the work 
alone. They are not doing R now and 
they are doing their best 

Kentucky and Tennessee must make 
good the promise growing out of experi¬ 
ments that have been made, or a large 
*ect Ion or the world will have to go 
bark to candles.

Washington, Dec. 24.—There As n large 
and ever-IncrenFlnv number of thought¬ 
ful and well-informed people of Great 
Britain who express the ^erloua belief 
that If radical changes- do not come 
about in the near future, the United 
Kingdom will be relegated to the third 
position In the ranks of the world s 
trade and commerce. The crisis Is be¬ 
lieved to be near at han b 

This statement Is mr.de by United 
States Consul Boyle. In Liverpool. In his 
annual report, extract.* from which 
were made public to-day by the State 
Department. It Is conceded, says Con¬ 
sul Boyle, that in manufactures Great 
Britain within the last few years has 
failed to meet the competition of the 
United States and Germany. Mr. Boyle 
says th*» optimistically Inclined plead 
exceptional and marvelous natural ad¬ 
vantages as far ns the United States Is 
concerned, whllfe as to Germany's fierce 
competition the unsatisfactory finan¬ 
cial and commercial situation now pre¬ 
vailing In that empire Is cited as an In¬ 
stance of a country' booming Itself too 
rapidly. The cry of “something must 
be done'* says the Consul. Is going up 
from commercial bodies, political speak¬ 
ers. economic writers and from the 
newspapers. 

• • • 

Carrying Trade Endangered. 

There are fears expressed, says Mr. 
Boyle, that even In the carrying trade, 
the supremacy of Great Britain Is 
threatened. When the war in South 
Africa Is over, he says, there Is certain 
to be a popular demand for legislative 
action, and the Indications are that the 
British Government will be compelled 
to give more earnest consideration to 
matters relating to trade and com¬ 
merce. 

There Is a strong sentiment among 
the masses of Great Britain and one 
which appears to be gaining strength 
as time goes on. In favor of bringing 
about what has become popularly 
known as 'fair trade,'* and whFh, says 
M: Boyle, is nothing but reciprocity* 
Protection per se, he says, Is not very 
much advocated, but It Is significant 
that many of the most widely circu¬ 
lated papers of Great Britain now are 
boldly advocating u policy of “fair 
trade," or “do to others as they do to 
you." Against this sentiment, however, 
the Consul says must he set tho na¬ 
tional dislike to changing established 
Institutions, of which fre** trade Is one 
of the most fundamental.

Washington, Dec. 24 —The asphalt pult 
which ha* been pending for a long time 
before the Venezuelan courts has ad¬ 
vanced enother step toward the end. 
Some time ago the case was taken be¬ 
fore the court of lapt resort, the Su¬ 
preme Court of Venezuela, at Caracas, 
to determine the question of ttle to the 
ajrphalt lakes as between the New York 
mid Bermuda* and the Warner Quin¬ 
lan syndicate. While this suit was 
pending the Warner Quinlan side went 
before one of the Inferior tribunals at 
Carupano and lodged a motion to be 
placed In possession of the asphalt 
lakes pending the issue of the principal 
suit at Caracas. The local tribunal 
found Cor the Quinlan people, and an 
appeal won taken to the court of first 
instance at Cuma.no. This court has 
now decided In favor of the Warner 
Quinlan syndicate, granting them a de¬ 
cree authorizing them to take posses¬ 
sion. The Bermudez Company, how¬ 
ever, Is In actual poseesslon of the lakes 
with a strong force of laborers, not 
Without military training and led by 
capable men.

In regard to educational reforms In 
the United Kingdom. Mr. Boyle say* 
that the universally acknowledged in¬ 
feriority of Great Britain to most of 
the leading nations, particularly the 
United States and Germany, is given 
frequently as one of the chief tea^ons 
why Great Britain is being outstripped 
In tier manufactures.

Trade Unions Retard Progress.

Then, too, states Mr. Boyle, the 
English workman is Inclined to spilt 
very fire hairs—he* will often refuse to 
do anything outside a certain tine r gid- 
Jv laid down by the custom of hls craft 
generally, and by hls trade union in 
particular. As an example of this trait 
Mr. Boyle cites a number of Instances 
when the strikes hive been brought on 
by such an apparently trivial di-putn a.-* 
to whether engineer* or shipwrights 
should place nn electric dynamo in po¬ 
sition. Quite recently in a seaside town 
I there was a strike of teamsters !**causc 
1 their employer refused to discharge an 
enterprising driver who had whipped 
up hi* horse and made a Journey to a 
neighboring town three hours quicker 
than they themselves had been accus¬ 
tomed to "do** the distance. 

The small extent to which up-to-date

. lea. and even Germany. Mr. Boyle fays. 

I Is Just now a fruitful topic of discus¬ 
sion. English miuiuractuters. he says, 
are handicapped by reason of their em¬ 
ployment of antiquated plants. The 
rule In England, says the Consul. Is for 
a plant of machine not to b- replaced 
until it la absolutely worn out. The 
question Is, he says. “Will It do?" not 
“Can it b? improved'.’**

No representations have been made 
to the War Department by the eom- 
mamlJng General since hls explanations 
of the Schley Interview, which the Presi¬ 
dent and &r.

Rumors reached the department to¬ 
day that Gen. Miles had again talked 
for publlca-Mon. These aroused the great¬ 
est Interest, but in the absence of the 
Secretary In New York nothing was 
dune to establish their correctness. This 
much was .‘Hated emphatically: 

In the present temper of the President 
and Secretary Root. If Gen. Miles again 
commttfita indiscreetly upon the Schley 
case or upon the action taken by the 
President and Secretary of War, he will 
be subjected to even a harsher proceed¬ 
ing than that he has already suffered. 

There Is no disposition on the part of 
the Administration to give Gen. Ml.es 
a chance to keep the Schley controversy 
alive. The President ha* stated that tie 
agrees that the dispute should 
snuffed otM. If Gen, Miles should at ply 
for a oourt of inquiry and It should 
grantrd. the investigation would keep 
the S< hley case In the public mind. For 
Gen. Miles to make such an application 
would be to question the right and Just¬ 
ice of the action of hls superior officers.

The two women were arrested here 
yesterday on complaint of Charles 
McCoy, who claims that his sister, 
named Lulu McCoy. Is the rightful 
owner of the land, and that the Lulu 
McCoy named as defendant made use 
of the similarity of names to transfer 
land in which she had no rightful in¬ 
terest. 

Joseph McCoy, of Phillips county. 
Kansas, original owner of the land, 
died In 18S9 and left the land—160 acres 
of bottom land—to his daughter. Lulu 
M. McCoy. Up to two years ago she 
had no doubt but that the land was 
still In her possession, although man¬ 
aged by another. In 1SS9. however, a 
"personal” stating that "if Miss Lulu 
McCoy will correspond with James 
Coffey, of Woodruff, Iowa, she will 
learp something to her advantage,” 
appeared In a Chicago paper. 

Charles McCoy alleges that this ad¬ 
vertisement was answered by Mrs. 
Minnie McCoy, and that as a re-sult, 
a transfer of the land to Mr. Coffey 
was signed by Mrs. McCoy’s daughter. 
Lulu. Mrs. McCoy told the police, It 
is said, that Mr. Coffey paid her daugh¬ 
ter $r»46 for the deed. 

Through Coffey, It Is said, the land 
was sold to O. S. Wing, of Hamburg, 
Iowa. Mr Wing reached Chicago yes¬ 
terday with ex-Congressnian N. B. Mc¬ 
Cormick, his attorney. Mr. Wing said 
he Was acting In good faith, and that 
he gave Coffey $900 to get the signature 
of Miss McCoy to the deed, supposing 
tl&t the rightful owner alone would be 
found bearing that name. 

Mrs. Minnie McCoy Is credited with 
asserting that she had no reason to 
believe that the land might not have 
been willed to her daughter, as she had 
relatives In Kansas Mrs. McCoy and 
her daughter declared their willing¬ 
ness to transfer to Mr. Wing 100 acres 
of land In Michigan to reimburse him 
If It Is found that the Kansas farm 
should be transferred back to the oth¬ 
er Lulu McCoy. 

A continuance In the hearing till Jan¬ 
uary 3 was taken in order to bring 
witnesses from Kansas.

Protection For Foreigners. 

The Italian Senate has Just Listened 
to a lament from the Minister of For¬ 
eign Affairs over the Insecurity of the 
subjects of Italy In the United States. 
He complains that no assurances are 
given by our Government for the future 
and sayB that the payment of a money 
Indemnity for Italians killed by mobs 
is not calls factory. 

It Is of course a humiliating confession 
that the unlawful taking of life by 
those who assume without tight the ad¬ 
ministration of what they consider Just¬ 
ice can neither be prevented nor pun¬ 
ished. The fact that the victims of such 
violence have committed crime against 
our laws is no reason w hy they should 
be denied the benefit of a regular trial. 
But In oil this our laws are not at fault, 
for they provide adequate penalties. But 
there Is no power in this or any other 
free Government to make a Jury bring 
In a verdict of guilty in a case where it 
Is det rmlned to acquit. Indictments 
have repeatedly been returned against 
the perpetrators of these offenses, but It 
has usually been found Impossible to In¬ 
duce the trial Juries to find verdict* of

British Capital In Texas Oil. 

The report that a British syndicate 
has recently made heavy investments In 
the Beaumont oil fields has been denied, 
but something of importance has other¬ 
wise been accomplished in this line. The 
particulars are given in a review of the 
Shell Transport and Trading Company 
in the last Issue of the London Statist 
to reach this country. The company 
has been doing a very good business, to 
which the Statist alludes as follows: 

“For the first six months an Interim 
dividend has been paid at the rate of 12V* 
per oent. per annum as against 10 per 
cent, for Inst year; mid in addition to this 
the discovery of oil In Texas will mean 
Increased business, as the company has 
secured a large contract for distribution 
of Texas oil. The chairman. Sir Marcus 
Samuel, referred to thla contract at the 
last annual meeting of the company, 
held In June lost. He stated that the 
directors had succeeded in negotiating 
one of the most Important contracts ever 
concluded In the mercantile world. 1 re¬ 
fer to a contract entered Into with the 
J. M. Guffey Petroleum Company, of 
Pittsburg, who have developed the Texas 
oil fields, and are at present in control 
of the field*, and who have made enor¬ 
mous preparations for a very large ex¬ 
port trade. He also stated that from 
the strikes of oil which had already been 
mnde there would appear to be no doubt 
that supplies would be forthcoming to 
meet the requirements of the woild. The 
Shell Company was to become the dis¬ 
tributers outside of America for tne pro¬ 
duction of the Guffey Company upon 
terms quite satisfactory to the company 
for crunspurt and storage, participating

Extravagant Claims. 

Apropos of the statement that the 
physicians who attended President Mc¬ 
Kinley will look to Congress to pay 
their bills. W. W. Warwick, of Cincin¬ 
nati. comes forward with an official 
ivcord of the settlement of the claims 
for the treatment and funeral of Pres¬ 
ident Garfield. There were seven sur¬ 
geons who demanded an aggregate of 
$91,000, but were allowed $27,500, no one 
receiving more than a fraction of what 
he asked. Extravagant claims were 
made by everybody concerned In serv¬ 
ices to the dead President, but upon 
Investigation ail were cut down and 
some rejected entirely. The undertaker 
Who embalmed the body sent in a bill for 
$500 and was allowed $75, which was 
three to five times as much as ordi¬ 
narily charged. A waiter at the Exec¬ 
utive Mansion claimed $180 for extra 
services and got $30. A Baltimore man 
sent in a bill for $0,154.08 for putting a 
cooling apparatus in the White House 
and got $939.08. A telegraph operator 
asked for $100 and was allow ed nothing, 
and a man who invented an Invalid bed 
and sent It In wanted $75. Policemen 
and United States army people filed 
claims for $50 to $150 each for opening 
carriage doors for the attending phy¬ 
sicians. These claims were unhesitat¬ 
ingly refused, but some of the White 
House permanent employes were ex¬ 
travagantly rewarded. Crump Spriggs, 
a body servant, who attended to the 
sick room, was allowed $3,000. It Ik 
likely that another such raid will be 
made upon the Treasury in connection 
with President McKinley's assassina¬ 
tion. and It should be dealt with by a 
Board of Audit as was done In the 
Garlleld case. It Is to be hoped that 
no scandalous extortion will be permit¬ 
ted. 


Yellow Fever Banished. 

That there was no death from yellow 
fever in Havana and no cases of that 
disease during the month of Novem¬ 
ber is a demonstration of what can be 
done to Improve sanitation when there 
U intelligent and absolute power. The 
American military authorities have In 
two years practically wiped out yellow 
fever in cities that were once its breed¬ 
ing places, and yet New* Orleans strug¬ 
gled with the plague almost as long 
as Havana did. The result show's how 
Important It Is to our own national 
health that scientific sanitation should 
be enforced In Cuba. Under Spanish 
rule Havana and Santiago were con¬ 
stantly propagating the disease and 
sending It to Southern ports. It was 
practically on Impossibility to quaran¬ 
tine effectually against It or to stamp 
It out when once It had become epi¬ 
demic on American soil. How great 
the loss has been In life and property 
to the South because of this pestilence 
at our doors, only Imagination can 
compute. 

We can see now that the necessity 
nlone of purifying the Queen of the An¬ 
tilles would have Justified the United 
States long ago In driving out the rot¬ 
ting power which dry.o)a*rd the Island 


foreign Government has any reason (or 
com pi aln-t on this score that 1 * not 
shared by our owfl. The great majority 
of the victims of mob violence are not 
foreigners, not even naturalized c.t sens, 
but natives. Their friends and rela¬ 
tives have no legal redress when Juries 
refuse to convict the men who have tak¬ 
en their lives, nor does either the State 
or the Federal Government assume any 
liability. No indemnity is paid by any 
one to their families except in the rare 
cases where It is recovered by a suit 
for damages. In this respect, therefore, 
the foreigners stand on the same foot¬ 
ing ns natives, while their families, un¬ 
der th? practice of the Federal Govern¬ 
ment of paying money Indemnity, con¬ 
stitute a preferred class. These indem¬ 
nities are not juiid. however, as a mat¬ 
ter of strict obligation, but In pursuance 
of a policy of international comity. 

Our treaties of amity with foreign 
countries usually provide that their citi¬ 
zens or subject* residing in the United 
iHutes shall have the protection of the 
laws to the same extent as our own peo¬ 
ple. They are equally answerable for 
any Infraction of th* laws, but they are 
also entitled, as are our own cltixens, to 
a regular trial. If they are the victims 
of violence the courts are op*n for the 
punishment of the offenders. Our Gov¬ 
ernment Is not an Insurer of their lives, 
or of their safety, any more than it is 
of the lives and personal security of its 
own citizen#. The theory is of course 
that both are secure under the protec¬ 
tion of the law. but it is perfectly well 
known that in all countries crimes are 
committed, and to this extent the pro¬ 
tection of the law Is not perfect. For¬ 
eigners, however, are not mobbed be¬ 
cause they are foreigners, but for the 
same reasons which provoke mob vio¬ 
lence against our own people. The in¬ 
ability fo punish such offenses Is as 


price* which promised most satisfactory 
results to both. The contract was one 
for which, upon all grounds, the share¬ 
holders were to be congratulated, mean¬ 
ing. as it would, a great expansion In 
the company’s business.

The Statist concludes that the first 
cargo, 7.800 tons, of Texas oil, was to 
arrive the next week, and there were to 
be weekly shipments froifi Port Arthur, 
Tex., to London. The Shell Company 
has storage for 400,000 tons throughout 
the world, and the White Star. Cunard 
and the German steamship lines were 
already using It. and several British 
railways were considering the advisa¬ 
bility of substituting It for coal. 

From this It will be seen that foreign 
capital has really been enlisted In the 
Texas fields, though Gov. Hogg may 
not have made a contract. Likewise 
It Is sure that a great, source of nation¬ 
al wealth has been found in Texas. The 
matter is of Interest to Kentucky also, 
where both the Guffey Company and 
the Standard Oil Company are now Rt 
wk. We have no such fuel oil field* 
as Texas, but there have been abund¬ 
ant strikes of illuminating oil in the 
State, and new fields or^ *being con¬ 
stantly exploited. We can see already 
that foreign capital is reeking Invest¬ 
ment. which proves that It Is satis¬ 
fied of the permanence aa well as the 
utility of the supply.

The complaint of Italy, therefore. Is 
substantially against our form of Gov¬ 
ernment. It differs from that of many 
others In this, that with us the States 
in general provide security for persons 
and property, while the central Govern¬ 
ment takes entire charge of our foreign 
relations. When a foreign Government 
complains of an outrage upon its people 
in Louisiana or Mississippi, they arc :ipt 
to near wdth Impatience that this Is 
an offense punishable only by the 
tribunals of the State where it occurred. 
The foreign Government cannot deal 
with Louisiana or Mississippi except 
through the Federal Government. Nev¬ 
ertheless, the foreigner has the equal 
protection of the laws to the same ex¬ 
tent as a citizen of this country 
Repeated complaints of this nature 
have brought out the suggestion that 
Congress pars a law making offenses 
against foreign residents punishable In 
the courts of the United States. Thla 
would be going beyond the obligations 
of treaties, which only provide that resi¬ 
dent foreigners shall have the protection 
of the law equally with citizens. It Is 
assumed that unlawful violence to a 
foreigner is such a violation of a treaty, 
which Is a part of the supreme law of 
the land, as would give the Federal 
Counts Jurisdiction. Without any un¬ 
profitable discussion of the technical 
question Involved in this pretension, 
there is Ft 111 reason to doubt whether 
this would remove the complaint. As 
Federal Jurors are summoned from a 
much larger district than those who 
serve In State Courts, they might be to 
some extent exempt from those local 
influences which sometimes prevent a 
conviction where the evidence jumtlfle# 
It. But as & single Juror can defeat a 
conviction. It is still doubtful whether 
many more convictions could be secured 
in Federal than in State CuunD- 
When foreign Governments make 
reatles wKh us for the equal plotted n 
of the law's for their people, it would 
seem that they are bound to take not es 
of what those laws are. They cannot 
complain of our dual system of govern¬ 
ment any more than we can complain 
that the Government of Italy l* a mon¬ 
archy when we should prefer a republic. 
No complain; from any foreign State 
can e\cr reconcilo our people to a eur- 
render of the trial by Jury, which, with 
all Its limitation*. is regarded as the 
palladium of personal liberty. That 
there U room for Improvement In the 
practical working of the system Is free y 
admitted, a* well as ’hat the suppress ( n 
of mob violence is desirable. But those

Chicago. Dec. 24.—-A Watfilngton tele¬ 
gram to the Chronicle says: 

President James J. Hill's letter to 
the public explaining his reasons for 
organizing the Northern Securities Com¬ 
pany is likely to prove a boomerang for 
all the Interest* which are identified 
with that gigantic railroad trust. 
Enough of the letter was published In 
Eastern newspapers to enable Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt and Attorney General 
Knox to determine th** exact character 
ond purpo*e of the Northern Securities 
Company, a# well as th* motive which 
led to its creation. 

President Roosevelt I* said to hove 
been deeply Impressed by Mr. Hill's ex¬ 
planation and to have promptly called 
the attention of his Attorney General 
to It. and also to have Instructed Mr. 
Knox to make such Investigation Into 
the matter a* might be deemed neces¬ 
sary to understand the scope of Mr. 
HUl's scheme of amalgamation. The 
President never liked the plans of Mr. 
HU1 and hi* associates. He regarded 
them as highly dangerous nnd was de¬ 
posed from the outset of hi* admin¬ 
istration to give them hi* personal at- 
t».iHUm At one time, it is understood. 
Lc contvrnplated referring to the merger 


of the Northwestern roads In his mi»- 
page by urging Congrew to pass a law 
which would nullify Hill's work. Now 
Mr. Hill ha* generously, Uut perhaps 
thoughtlessly, placed the President In 
possession of a number of Important 
facts which heretofore have been only 
a matter of rumor. 

The President Is willing to accept all 
that Mr. Hill has said a* true, but with 
tho reservation, of course, that he 
neglected to say many things which 
would have thrown mote light upon the 
Northern Pacific and Burlington deal. 
Mr Knox may send a representative of 
the Department of Justice to St. Paul to 
b'-Kln investigations In that field.

CHIEF BLACKBURN TO 


Pome changes are to be made In the 
United States Marshal's office shortly 
after the first of the year. From indi¬ 
cations. Chief Deputy Walter Black¬ 
burn. who owes his appointment to 
Senator Deboe, will go. Other changes, 
both In the office and among the field 
deputies, will be made, though nothing 
further of a definite nature has de¬ 
veloped. 

When questioned In rpgard to the 
change in the case of Chief Deputy 
Blackburn, Marshal James would 
neither affirm nor deny it. The Infor¬ 
mation. however, comes from a reliable 
source. 

Marshal James received his commis¬ 
sion a* Marshal of the Western district 
of Kentucky for another four years 
yesterday. The commission was hand¬ 
ed to him by Judge Evans and he Im¬ 
mediately executed bond for $25,000. 
His bond has already been approved. 
When Dr. James takes charge of the 
office under his new commission, he will 
take the oath again, after which he will 
swear In his deputies. 

In talking this matter over, Dr. 
James said: “You see. I’m not Marshal 
yet for the new term, and so I cannot 
say exactly wnat I will *do until the 
time comes.*' 

It is understood that Senator Deboe 
has made a decided protest against the 
dismissal of Chief Deputy Blackburn 
and the probable removal of others 
who were put In through his Influence. 
This has been to no effect, however. 
Senator Deboe. Internal Revenue Col¬ 
lector Craft and Marshal James held 
an extended conference yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon about matters of patronage. 
Chief Deputy Blackburn is at his home 
at Marlon, and so far has received no 
intimation of the turn that affairs have 
taken. 

While there is no bad feeling between 
Serator Deboe and Marshal James, ac¬ 
cording to •Customhouse officials, still 
the Marshal feel* that he owes more 
to the Combs-Yerkes-Roberts faction 
than he does to the Senator, hence the 
Change of heart In regard to the ap¬ 
pointments Marshal James claims the 
honor of a personal acquaintance with 
President Roosevelt, w hom he conduct¬ 
ed through the State during the pres¬ 
idential campaign of 1900.

N EW YORK, Dec. 24.—De Laneey 
fclcoll, attorney for Andrew J 
Freedman, of the New York 
Baseball Club, made public a 
letter to-day replying to and commenting 
upon the document addressed to the Na¬ 
tional League clubs on Saturday last by 
A. G. Spalding. The letter was addressed 
to the Boston. Clndnuatl and St. Louis 
clubs and was as follows: 

“You hove called my attention to a let. 
ter received this day by you from Mr. A. 
G. Spalding, and have at-kcd tne what ef¬ 
fect. If any. It has upon the present con. 
troversy. It seems to me that the letter 
amounts to a withdrawal on Mr. Spald¬ 
ing's pat t from the office of president, 
secretary-treasurer of the National 
League. He Infoime you that he must 
refuse to act further os president, secre¬ 
tary-treasurer of the Notional League, 
and goes on to say that It Is ‘up to eaon 
club to <io that which In Its Judgment 
may seem best for Its own Interests.’ * 
-This .a in effect advice to the- clubs 
to shift for themselves. Mr. SpaJd»ng was 
never elected president, secretary-treas¬ 
urer of the Notional League. His pre¬ 
tended election was entirely without au¬ 
thority. The courts have taken this view 
of it by issuing the Injunction, and Mr. 
Spalding teem* to have com* to the same 
conclusion hiruself Every act of a part 
of a national league by which It under¬ 
took to elect a president, director, or other 
©dicer. ;n th* absence of a majority of 
that body, was illegal, and the persons 
who hold the r respective offices by such 
authority are open to the charge of usur¬ 
pation of the functions of the office. 

“So far as the court proceedings are con¬ 
cerns 1. the record Is as follows: 

“ ‘Mr. Spalding had Just declared to the 
reporters. In an interview at the Fifth, 
avenue Hotel, that he had obtained an 
opinion to the effect that his election In 
all respects was legal. The words were 
hardly out of his mouth before he was 
served w.th an order to show cause why 
an Injunction should not be Issued against 
him on the ground that his pretended 
election was illegal.* 

“A U w days later he came In court, 
and by not opposing the Injunction, ad¬ 
mit led that It was Impossible for him to 
defend h s title to the office, t’nder th'uie 
circumstances. It does not seem to me 
necessary that you should make any re¬ 
ply to Mr. Spalding’s communication of 
this morning. The status of the National 
League remains the same as It was be¬ 
fore the pretended election of Mr Scald¬ 
ing »s president, secretary-treasury.”

FAMILIES RECENTLY SIGNED 
PEACE AGREEMENT. 


INDICTMENTS THE CAUSE. 


Ed and Toulman Garrard Accused of 
Murder of Dillard Holland, a 
White Sympathizer. 


APPEAL TO GOV. BECKHAM. 


The feud between the Garrard and 
White families in Clay county In ex¬ 
pected to break out afresh in Febru¬ 
ary. when Ed and Toulman Garrard 
will be tried for the murder of Dillard 
Holland, a relative of the White fac¬ 
tion. Some months ago the two fam¬ 
ilies entered Into an agreement to stop 
fighting. At the time It was said that 
they would drop all prosecution In the 
courts and agree to the dismissal* of 
all pending Indictments. However, the 
last grand Jury of Clay county re¬ 
turned Indictments against the Garrard 
boys. They are sons of Gen. T. T. 
Garrard, the head of the Garrard fam¬ 
ily. It Is feared that an outbreak will 
be the result w-hen the cases are called. 
It Is understood that appeals have been 
made to Gov. Beckham to pardon the 
men ln advance of their trials and thus 
preclude any poRSlhlltty of bloodshed. 

Circuit Judge H C. Faulkner, who 
will try the cases, was at the Willard 
Hotel last night, hut refused to discuss 
the statements that he and other citi¬ 
zens of the district had asked Gov. 
Beckham to pardon the Garrard broth¬ 
ers. 

"There may be some trouble.” he 
said. "That is something hard to fore¬ 
tell. My observation has led me to be¬ 
lieve that trouble usually cornea very 
suddenly and unexpectedly. I have 
heard of some bad feeling ln the mat¬ 
ter, but I do not care to discuss It one 
way or the other.” 

Judge FAulkner was accompanied to 
Louisville by Judge James D. Black, of 
Barbourvllle, and they returned home 
last night 

It Is understood that among the per¬ 
sons who have advised Gov. Beckham 
to Issue pardons to the Garrard broth¬ 
ers before the February term of the 
Clay Circuit Court, are Judge Faulk¬ 
ner and Judge Black, of Barbourvllle; 
United States District Attorney James 
H. Tinsley, of Barbourvllle: Carlo 
Little, of Manchester; R. C. Ford, of 
Middles boro, and John G. White, of 
Winchester. 

When the treaty of peace was made 
Mr. White went on record as saying 
that the two families should either atop 
fighting or "mix It up” In sure enough 
warlike style and settle their differ¬ 
ences for all time to come. On the 
strength of the agreement which was 
made at that time, Bev White, brother 
of John 8. White, resigned his office as 
Sheriff of Clay county and removed his 
family to Fayette county. Mr White 
Is now engaged In farming, and it is 
said does not Intend to take any part 
In the war between the families even 
if it should start. 

Oov. Beckham, it is claimed, has 
never indicated what he would do in 
the matter, but he will probably give 
his decision within the next two or 
three weeks.

Alex Sweeney, a “Lifer” On Third 
Larceny Conviction, Dying In 
the Penitentiary. 


A gray-haired woman bowed with 
age was a visitor at the detectives’ 
office yesterday afternoon.

Louisville Beset With a 
Fowl Famine. 


PRICES GO SOARING UP. 


LUCKY TO GET A RARE BIRD AT 
TWENTY CENTS A FOUND. 


SUPPLY EXHAUSTED EARLY. 


Mor* than 10.000 turkeys will be *aten 
In Louisville to-day. This sounds like 
an Incredible number, especially when 
It Is considered that the average weight 
of a turkey at this season is twelve and 
one-half pounds. This allows over one- 
half a pound of the great American 
fowl to every man. woman and child 
In Louisville. Every one w ho Is blessed 
with a turkey for his Christmas, dinner 
should enjoy it to the fullest extent, for 
the chances of securing more this win¬ 
ter are exceedingly slim. Every avail- 
nbk- turkey In Kentucky, which, by the 
w*ay. ranks high among the States as 
a turkey producer, has been slaughtered 
to make the Christmas dinner for the 
people of this and other States. Old 
and young gobblers and hens, fat and 
thin turkeys, all have had the execu¬ 
tioner’s knife thrust through their Jug¬ 
ular veins. 

This morning it will be almost an 
Impossibility to buy a turkey at any 
price. 

Ten days ago turkey could be bought 
for ten cents a pound. Last night twen¬ 
ty cent* a pound was offered for time- 
toughened old gobblers, and they were 
scarce at that price. To-day there will 
be none. Dealers say that the high 
price of feed Is responsible for the scarc¬ 
ity. Every farmer brought in his tur¬ 
keys at the first opportunity to sell 
them. Most of them have been eaten 
since Thanksgiving. 

A dealer w*ho supplied more than half 
of all the turkeys used In Louisville 
said yesterday that turkey would be an 
unknown luxury after Christmas. 

“There are no more to be had In 
Kentucky.” he said. "We have bought 
every turkey of every kind we could 
lay hands on. and they are all gone.” 

This condition of affairs. If true. Is in 
striking contrast with that of last 
Christmas. Then turkey was a drug on 
the market at seven and one-half cents 
a pound. Country men brought ln tur¬ 
keys by the w f ugon load on Christmas 
eve and received three cents a pound 
for them. Last night a farmer with a 
wagon load of turkeys could get almost 
his own price for them.

Mr. William Varty. a former Ken¬ 
tuckian. now a newspaper correspond¬ 
ent In Havana, and at present on a 
visit to friends in Louisville, talks en¬ 
tertainingly of the Interesting condl- 
tiens In Cuba. 

'•Cuba Is now. passing through the 
greatest crisis of its history," said Mr. 
Varty. *‘The economic and the polit¬ 
ical situation have contributed to this 
end. About June 1 it is proposed to 
turn over the Government of the island 
to the Cuban people and the election of 
a President. Governors of provinces 
and other officials, which will occur on 
the 31st of the present month, 1 m the 
first step In that direction. It has been 
the desire of the American Adminis¬ 
tration in Cuba to have the Island on 
a self-sustaining basis when the trans¬ 
fer of government was mad?. To thin 
end Gov. Gen. Leonard Wool has ex¬ 
erted every possible effort, and has suc¬ 
ceeded In accomplishing everything 
proposed so far as the internal situa¬ 
tion Is concerned. 

"Absolute harmony has been estab¬ 
lished between the Spanish and Cuban 
elements throughout the Island. Re¬ 
forms In all the branches of govern¬ 
ment have been made. Public Improve¬ 
ments. comprehensive and important, 
have either been completed or put In 
auch shape that the successors of the 
present Government can easily com¬ 
plete them. Schools have been estab¬ 
lished throughout the several provinces 
and thousands of children, who. here¬ 
tofore, had never known the meaning 
of a school, have been afforded the op¬ 
portunity of receiving an education 
free. The poor and the orphaned have 
been provided for through the agency 
of the Department of Hospitals and 
Charity. The Judiciary has been purged 
of many of the attributes which for 
years, before the Intervention, had con¬ 
demned it In the eyes of the American 
people. Hut the'greatest work and a 
work which appeals to /the United 
States more than any other nm* been 
that accomplished by the sunltary de¬ 
partment 

"Yellow fever which for ages has 
been a scourge fu the people of Cuba 
aud a dread to the people of the South¬ 
ern States, has been obliterated. Hu- 
>sna has b*-en made one of the health¬ 
iest cities In the world, and during the 
last few months Its mortality has 
reduced below that of every city In the 
United States of more than 5,000 inhab¬ 
itants, and below that of the 300 largest 
cities of England, with the exception of 
ivven. As a result of this the commer¬ 
cial relations between the United States 
and Cuba must necessarily grow In 
Importance and grow rapidly. The 
credit for all this Is due to Gov. Gen. 
Wood and those with whom he has sur¬ 
rounded himself during his administra¬ 
tion of the Island’s affairs. 

"All that Is now necessary to com¬ 
plete the work which Gen. Wood out¬ 
lined at the outset Is to establish such 
relations between the United States 
and Cuba as will warrant the continu¬ 
ation of the agricultural industry w hich 
Is the backbone of Cuba's existence. 
For this purpose Gen. Wood and a com¬ 
mission of representative Cubans went 
to Washington at the beginning of the 
present session of Congress and Impor- 
tened the President of the United 
Slut*'* and the members of the Senate 
and the House to grant concessions In 
the tariff on sugar, tobacco and several 
minor product*. The clause on this 
eubject in the President's message 
demonstrated his appreciation of the 
necessity for some reciprocal action be¬ 
ing taken by the United States to re¬ 
lieve the situation which Is fast becom¬ 
ing distressing. A number of the most 
influential of the Senators and repre¬ 
sentatives agree with the President 
that the United State* must do some¬ 
thing for the Cubans. The United 
Ftate* has forced Cuba into a position 
where she must sell her products here 
or not at all, and at the same time, by 
the present tariff «»n sugar, makes It 
Impossible for the Cubans to grind 
their cane without a loss. 

^ "Cuba does not expect something for 
n*»Udng in exchange for a reduction 

to give the United States trade amount¬ 
ing annually to between two and thro* 
hundred million dollars, while at the 
present time the United States f***lls 
Cuba only about twenty-eight million 
dollars annually. Cubans r**ent the 
Intimation, which In some cases has 
come from authoritative sources, to th»* 
effect that the United States will re¬ 
fuse to grant her any concessions In 
ord*»r to force her to beg for annexa¬ 
tion. While It Is a fact that th*- an¬ 
nexation sentiment is strong In Cohn 
and Is growing In strength every day 
among those who have large Interests 
at stake. It Is equally true that the peo¬ 
ple of the island will refuse, so far as 
they are able, to be coerced Into sup 
plication for annexation. They want 
the traditional ’Cuha libre.* which, al¬ 
though K may not be everlasting, will 
satisfy the revolutionary element, who 
since lft€ 8 . have clamored for a taste 
of self-government 

"To say that the Cubans are not ca¬ 
pable of self-government would be sav¬ 
ing more than any man would hi* Justi¬ 
fied In saying. There aie «« Intelligent 
men among the Cuban- and the Span¬ 
iards, resident In Cuba, as arc In any 
country In the world and because they 
have had no opportunity of demon¬ 
strating what Is r°s*tbie for them to do 
should not be taker, ns proof that they 
can do nothing. 

"The election of F-mor T Estrada 
Fntma to the first presidency of the noxv 
republlc. which row sr-ms a ? assured 
fan. mean* n conservative beginning 
to Cuba’s political history Mr Palma 
ha* lived In the United States almost 
as much a* in Cuha. He knows Amer¬ 
ican Institutions as well a* do the ma¬ 
jority of Americans; he hn* !?nh!tv»d th** 
Anglo-Saxon spirit and hi* administra¬ 
tion may be expected to mark a new 
e»a in the Pearl of the Antilles.”

HELD OUT FOR ACQUITTAL. 


Prof. W. W. Borden Will Continue His 
Institution of Learning In 
Spite of Ill Health. 


DINNER AT THE REFORMATORY. 


Newell C. Rathbun will be taken to 
the Indiana Reformatory this morning 
by Sheriff Herman Rave. 

Rathbun regarded his sentence as a 
Christmas gift, and he said It would 
be a fitting climax to allow him to en¬ 
ter upon his sentence on Christmas day. 

The prisoner passed yesterday quiet¬ 
ly. though he seemed In a Jollier mood 
than at any time heretofore. He does 
not know how narrowly he escaped the 
death penalty. 

He said yesterday: "I am glad the, 
matter Is settled. While I am Innocent 
of killing the man found at the Falls 
City Hotel, yet 1 am satisfied to go to 
prison and begin my sentence without 
a new trial. That might result In hung 
Juries, and then an appeal to the Su¬ 
preme Court. I have no desire to put 
Clark county to any more expense. I 
have already been an expensive luxury 
to the State of Indiana. I feel no re¬ 
sentment toward any one, and wish ev¬ 
erybody a merry Christmas.” 

The Jury In the Rathbun trial was as 
anxious to know' the spirit In which the 
people accepted Its verdict of man¬ 
slaughter as the public had been to 
learn the fate of the poisoner. 

At different times yesterday the men 
who served on the Jury called at Pros¬ 
ecutor Mayfield's office and nearly ev¬ 
ery one offered an apology. Every man 
admitted that Rathbun was guilty, and 
that the punishment did not fit the 
crime. This explanation was made by 
one: "Juryman Guernsey was so sick 
he could scarcely sit up. A high fever 
developed and pneumonia was threat¬ 
ened. We became alarmed about him, 
and finally decided that wt* would agree 
to anything to get a verdict." 

From a reliable source It Is learned 
that as late as 9:20 o'clock Monday 
night the Jury stood ten for Inflict¬ 
ing the death penalty, two for acquit¬ 
tal. Foreman George W. Bower and 
Mr. Flfer held out for acquittal. On 
one occasion the ballot w-aa eleven for 
the death penalty, and Mr. Flfer held 
out for acquittal. 

At last he Is quoted as having said: 

"I do not care If you do show me that 
I am wrong. I Intend to vote for this 
man's acquittal" 

Meanwhile Juryman Guernsey's con¬ 
dition w as becoming more serious. He 
pleaded with the others to reach a ver¬ 
dict and no longer Imperil his life. Still 
Juryman Flfer held out and Mr. Bower 
r deserted him but once. At lost 
some one suggested a verdict of man¬ 
slaughter, and this afforded a solution 
of the problem. The men had been 
locked up fifty-five hours. 

When the Jury filed Into deliver Its 
finding. Mr. Guernsey was barely able 
to walk. He sank Into his chair, and 
when the Jury was polled, with elev rt n 
men standing, he was unable to arise.
